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Stores back bid to 
‘ban’ plastic bags

ELY could become one of the first 
cities in the UK to ban plastic bags. 

Shopkeepers, environmental groups 
and city councillors began a campaign 
this week to introduce a voluntary ban on 
plastic shopping bags in Ely 

It would see shops agree not to hand out single¬ 
use plastic bags, instead asking customers to 
reuse bags or buy greener canvas alternatives. 

The Make Ely Greener campaign has won the 
backing of Ely’s mayor, Cllr Ron Bradney, who 
said: “We want to seek a city-wide agreement, 
where shopkeepers help promote more bags for 
life. We can’t force retailer to stop handing out 
bags, but we will be approaching them to back 
our campaign. 

“Even if shopkeepers agreed to ask customers 
if they wanted a bag, rather than handing one 
automatically then I think we could cut bag use. 

“I don’t think it’s right to impose charges on 
using bags, but we have to do more to help the 
environment. 

“Waitrose is very keen to get involved and is 
looking to expand the number of ‘green tills’, 
where plastic bags are banned. Hardly anyone 
used the green till when it first opened, but it’s 
one of their busiest tills. That shows people are 
ready to stop using so many plastic bags.” 

Phillip Eden, chairman of Ely Perspective, 
said: “The average lifespan of these bags is just 15 
minutes, yet they last hundreds of years and are 
polluting the water courses around Ely, killing 
the region’s birds and animals. 

“A particular problem here is when the bags 
become tangled up in the propellers of boats, 
impacting on people’s leisure time too. 

“This initiative will persuade people to use 
fewer bags until the Government does something 
radical like banning free bags completely” 

Will Burton, chairman of Ely Traders, also 
backed the scheme, saying: “I think this will be 
good for the environment and business. 

“I think we will see co-operation from lots of 
shops. We need to do something radical to coerce 
people into reusing their bags more.”

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Residents prepare for 
speed watch campaign 


CONCERNED residents 
will soon be given 
“community” speed guns 
in the fight against 
speeding on rural roads. 

A pilot scheme in Soham will 
see residents trained to use 
hand-held devices to log speeds 
and then note down registra¬ 
tion numbers. 

The information will be 
passed to police, who will write 
to speeding motorists warning 
them that if they are caught 
again they will face a £60 
speeding fine. 

The Speed Watch scheme is 
being pioneered by Inspector 
Alan Savill, who has recruited

a team of willing citizens to 
man the speed guns. 

It follows growing concerns 
about speeding motorists in the 
town, particularly on Soham 
High Street. 

Councillor Mark Duckworth, 
who represents Soham South 
for East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “Boy racers 
are a problem for most rural 
towns, and Soham is no 
exception. 

“I fully support this scheme 
because people shouldn’t be 
able to speed through our town 


with impunity. It will make 
people consider their speed in 
the town centre even if they 
know there isn’t a fixed camera 
there. 

“We want to promote shopp¬ 
ing in Soham High Street by 
improving pedestrian access, 
which is difficult if people are 
afraid to cross the road due to 
speeding cars.” 

Cllr Judy Broadway, from 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, added: “It’s a brilliant 
scheme. 

“Speeding has always been a 
major issue at our neighbour¬ 
hood panel meetings. 

“This will give residents the 
chance to find out who is 


speeding and warn them about 
their behaviour. 

“It’s also a great way to find 
out where the problem areas 
are and where they are not.” 

The scheme has also had the 
backing of Soham Town 
Council, which has nominated 
the aptly named Nigel Driver 
to take part. 

Council chairman Chris 
Palmer said: “We don’t know 
the exact details of the Speed 
Watch scheme yet, but I think 
it’s an excellent idea.” 

A police spokesman con¬ 
firmed the scheme was going 
ahead, but said it remained in 
the planning stage.

Anger as latest 
blackout strikes 


BUSINESS leaders in Ely 
have demanded action to 
stop persistent power 
cuts which are costing 
firms thousands in lost 
trade. 

The calls follow a blackout in 
Ely, which saw the entire city 
centre brought to a standstill 
for almost an hour on Monday 
because of yet another fault on 
an underground cable. 

Nearly every shop in Ely was 
hit by the blackout at 9.20am, 
with most forced to close their 
doors as their computerised 
tills were put out of action. 

More than 1,300 homes were 
also left without power for 
more than an hour. 

The city’s mayor, Councillor 
Ron Bradney, is now urging 
EDF Energy to stop the rep¬ 
eated power cuts which have 
plagued Ely in recent months. 
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Cllr Bradney, who is also 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s economic champion, 
said: “I will be writing to EDF 
Energy to ask what it is doing 
to sort out these constant 
faults. 

“They are costing Ely’s 
business thousands of pounds 
in trade, as well as being very 
inconvenient and unsafe for 
staff and customers. 

“I run a health and fitness 
organisation, so I know first¬ 
hand how much trouble these 
blackouts cause. 

“We need to know why it’s 
happening so often and what 
EDF Energy is going to do 
about it.” 

Jo Rutherford, senior book¬ 
seller at Topping & Company 


bookshop, in High Street, Ely, 
said the power cuts were a 
nightmare. 

She said: “We’ve had nine 
blackouts in six months and 
each time it costs us business. 
The worst one was on Christ¬ 
mas Eve when we had a three- 
hour power cut. 

“We can’t do any credit card 
business and have to work in 
candlelight - it’s ridiculous. 

“We have received £50 in 
compensation so far, which 
hardly covers the lost business 
and inconvenience we have 
experienced.” 

A spokesman for EDF 
apologised for the inconven¬ 
ience and said: “If there are 
any persistent faults, we will 
investigate any underlying 
problems with the local area. 

“We can only apologise for 
the inconvenience caused 
during this latest power cut.” 


Man accused of filming up women’s skirts 


A MAN has been accused of secretly filming 
up women’s dresses in Littleport. 

Mark Pauley, 41, of Priors Way, Littleport, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates Court on Tuesday, 
where he is charged with outraging public 
decency by trying to film up women’s skirts.

child pornography images. 

Pauley did not enter a plea before the court 
and is set to return before Ely magistrates for 
committal to a crown court hearing at 
Cambridge Crown Court on April 1.

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Illegal immigrants are 
allowed to ‘disappear’

NINE Afghan stow¬ 
aways were allowed to 
“disappear” by police 
after they were found 
hiding under a truck. 

The move has sparked fury 
among truckers and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Jim Paice 
following the discovery of the 
refugees at road haulage firm 
Turners in Newmarket Road, 
Fordham. 

But police claimed there 
was not enough staff to deal 
with the illegal immigrants - 
and left them to make their 
own way to an immigration 
centre in Croydon, 80 miles 
away 

Turners, Mr Paice and the 
Road Haulage Association 
said they were amazed by the 
incident. 

The Home Office has 
launched an investigation, 
and the case has now been 
raised with Immigration 
Minister Liam Byrne. 

David Munns, company 
secretary for Turners, said: 
“A foreign vehicle bringing 
produce to our processing 
plant arrived in the yard. 

“There was a knocking 
sound from a pallet below the 
lorry and when we checked, 
the company’s security staff 
found nine Afghans hiding 
away They wanted to get out. 
Our staff checked they did 
not have weapons, gave them 
a cup of tea and something to 
eat. 

“We rang the police, and 
two officers turned up and 
said we should direct them to 
the Croydon immigration 
centre to be processed. 

“But then four or five of 
them said they wanted to go 
to Birmingham, produced 
some pounds sterling and 
euros, and asked to be sent to 
Ely station. 

“I very much doubt if any 
of them went to Croydon. 

“The police said they didn’t 
have the staff to deal with 
them, but it seems unbeliev¬ 
able that this could happen.” 

The stowaways were found 
on Tuesday, February 5, by 
the Spanish driver of the 
lorry Staff from Turners took 
five of them to Ely railway 
station and the other four 
asylum-seekers vanished. 

Mr Paice has taken up the 
case with both the police and 
Mr Byrne. 

A statement from the police 
to Mr Paice said: “Immi¬ 
gration were consulted at St 
Ives and due to their staffing 
levels and our own, and also 
taking into account the 
availability of custody 
facilities, no other option was 
available other than to direct 
these persons to the immigra¬ 
tion facility at Croydon, 
which is an accepted 
practice.” 

Mr Paice, MP for Southeast 
Cambridgeshire, said the 
situation was “ludicrous”. 

He said: “If this is the

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Tree cutting ‘danger to 
wildlife’ at beauty spot

CONSERVATIONISTS are 
concerned that tree cutting 
at a beauty spot could 
devastate wildlife. 

Members of Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural Ely (CPRE) 
have attacked plans for extensive 
work at Roswell Pits, which is an 
official conservation area. 

Works include the removal of 
lower limbs of four large willow 
trees and the removal of some 
lower branches of trees around 
the wildlife haven near Prick- 
willow Road. 

The work would be carried out 
by Jeremy Tyrrell, whose plans 
to create narrowboat moorings at 
the site have been criticised by 
conservationists and Ely resi¬ 
dents. 

Liz Hunter, CPRE’s vice- 
chairman, believes tree works 
could endanger the rare birds at 
the site. 

She said: “We have grave 
concerns about these tree works 
which can be savage, removing 
much of the habitat for nesting 
birds. 

“There is an outline tree 
preservation order here and we 
don’t think they should do this 
work, especially with the mating 
season approaching. 


“Herons, cormorants and 
crested grebes, as well as otters 
and voles, can all be found here.” 

The plans are under consid¬ 
eration by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Mr Tyrrell insisted they are 
essential to protect the wildlife at 
Roswell Pits, whose man-made 
banks are under threat of 
collapse due to the excessive 


amount of trees. 

He said: “The works will be 
done with the wildlife cycle in 
mind, so we protect birds and 
animals, not destroy them. 

“The works will enhance the 
habitat and are needed to 
increase the safety of the earth 
cliff.” 

He also scotched suggestions 
that the works could pave the 


way for development at the site. 

Roswell Pits were officially 
made a conservation area follow¬ 
ing a council vote in November, 
which means any tree work in 
the area will be tightly regulated. 

However, its conservation 
status does not protect it from 
development into a marina, 
which wildlife lovers fear would 
drive away many rare birds.

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Outcry over parking 
fee hike at hospital

PATIENTS and vis¬ 
itors at Cambridge’s 
Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital will be hit by a rise 
in parking charges of 
up to 36 per cent. 

The new rates, to be 
introduced on April 1, will 
see the day fee for out¬ 
patients increase from £2.50 
to £3 - up 20 per cent. 
Regular patients will see 
their weekly charge go up 
from £2.20 to £3 - a 36 per 
cent rise. 

The increase was des¬ 
cribed as “astronomical” by 
a pensioners’ group, while 
one councillor said it 
“cannot be morally just¬ 
ified”. 

Addenbrooke’s says all 
parking charges are re¬ 
invested in improving its 
parking facilities. It said 
without charging, more 
than £2 million would have 
to be diverted from patient 
care to fund car parking. 

Cambridge University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, the official title for 
Addenbrooke’s, made 
£2.5 million from parking

charges in 2006-07 - the 
highest amount in the 
country 

The trust opens a new 
£11.5 million, 1,050-space 
multi-storey car park, to be 
operated under an external 
contract by NCP, on April 18. 

Under the new tariff, 
visitors who stay for the day 
will see a 20 per cent 
increase. Eight hours will 
now cost £12, up from £10. 
The £15 charge for more 


than eight hours is up from 
£12.50. The £20 fortnightly 
fee for visitors to long-term 
inpatients is unchanged. 

Robert Boorman, treas¬ 
urer of Cambridge Older 
People’s Enterprise (Cope), 
says the new rates could 
make life difficult for some. 

He said: “These are 
astronomical figures. As 
pensioners, many of us are 
able to use buses free of 
charge. But the length of 
time it takes to get to places 
like Addenbrooke’s if you 
are not on a main route is 
considerable. 

“When you are visiting a 
loved one in hospital, the 
last thing you want to think 
about is how you are going 
to get there and how much it 
is going to cost you. 

“There are some people 
who will not be able to visit 
their relatives at these rates 
of prices.” 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Lib 
Dem spokesman for health 
on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “A significant 
percentage of the new car 
park, we can forecast, will 
be empty. People will vote 
with their feet. They will 
park in the streets because 
they are free. The new car 
park is likely to turn into a 


very expensive white ele¬ 
phant. 

“It is another tax by the 
back door on people who are 
sick, which cannot be 
morally justified.” 

Cllr Heathcock, who 
represents Queen Edith’s, 
says residents living near 
the hospital will see their 
streets clogged with the cars 
of hospital staff and visitors 
avoiding the charges. 

Brenda Hennessy director 
of public engagement and 
patient experience at the 
trust, said there was a long¬ 
term strategy of encour¬ 
aging staff and visitors to 
use public transport, 
arguing that the charges 
needed to match those in the 
city centre to prevent the 
hospital becoming a cheap 
option for public Park and 
Ride. 

The rise for patients and 
visitors follows a 43-per-cent 
parking fee increase for 
staff, announced at the end 
of last month. 

Hospital workers at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
have used the internal 
website to vent their anger. 

In comments on the 
hospital’s private intranet

of staff said: “This increase 
is simply unaffordable. 

“For the amount of time it 
takes to get into work, I can 
travel into London and 
command a much higher 
salary This is now a career 
move I am going to pursue.” 

Another said: “I am 
seriously considering park¬ 
ing along one of the side 
roads near the site because 
that will not dent my pocket, 
but it will dent yours.” 

Some staff say the exp¬ 
ense of bus services means 
there is no incentive to use 
public transport and have 
called for the trust to 


subsidise fares more. 

Richard Howe, director of 
estates and facilities at the 
trust, said: “Car parking 
charges have been an 
essential part of the Access 
to Addenbrooke’s’ initiative. 

“It provides vital funding 
to improve car parking on 
campus and improve public 
and other transport imp¬ 
rovements.” 

He added that staff had 
been kept aware of the 
trust’s intention to increase 
charges over the years so 
they match Park and Ride 
bus fares in Cambridge.

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Plan aims to enhance

A RIVERSIDE facelift 
is the first stage of a 
masterplan. 

The improvements are 
part of ambitious plans to 
develop Ely over the next 20 
years. 

The full plans are due to 
be unveiled this week. 

The revamp will provide 
more lighting, improved 
access to the river from the 
city and more mooring for 
boats. 

Ely’s business and com¬ 
munity leaders backed the 
plans at a meeting last 
month, where improve¬ 
ments were highlighted as 
‘quick wins’. 

Cllr Ron Bradney, mayor 
of Ely and the city’s 
economic champion, bel¬ 
ieved the river is likely to 
see changes soon. 

He said: “We have almost 
ignored the river over the 
years - it’s now time to 
make the most of it. 

“Not many cities have 
such an attractive river, so 
we need to improve the 
access and generally raise 
its profile. 

“There is a strong feeling

among people in Ely that 
the riverside could be imp¬ 
roved. We have the natural 
beauty, but we now need to 
improve the surrounding 
bits.” 

Other “quick wins” could 
include a new programme of 
events along the Eel Trail, 
starting in Market Square, 
better signage and more 
community notice boards 
with information on events. 

The Ely Masterplan will 
detail how the city will grow 


from its current population 
of 17,500 people to 25,000 
over the next 20 years. 

Plans for an £11 million 
sports village on Downham 
Road were unveiled by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council last week. 

Phillip Eden, chairman of 
Ely Perspective, said: “We 
have been working with the 
council on river improve¬ 
ments and I have no doubt 
they will be included in the 
plan, along with other major

Former mayor quits city council 


A FORMER Ely mayor has 
quit the city’s council.

It follows a council meeting, 
where councillors voted by 
four votes to three in favour 


of a Lidl store, opposite 
Tesco, in Angel Drove. 

Mr Watson, who is also a 
magistrate and chairman of 
the Ely in Bloom committee, 
has refused to say whether he 
quit in protest against this 
decision. He said he had left 
on “friendly terms” with the 
council.

Site to be sold at full market value 


PLANS to convert an old toilet 
block into a new police station 
at Littleport have hit a stum¬ 
bling block. 

The parish council would like to go 
ahead with the plan and police funds 
have been allocated for the building 
work, but Cambridgeshire County 
Council is now working out the value 
of the site before offering it for sale. 

The toilet block had lain empty for 
almost 15 years before the police station 
idea was suggested. 

But there are now fears the scheme 
could be thwarted after the county 
council refused to release the building to 
the parish council. 

Instead, council officers will value the

site before offering it to the parish at full 
market value. If they cannot afford it, it 
will be sold to a private developer. 

Parish councillor Geoff Norman said: 
“I think the building should be handed 
to the parish council, so it can be used 
for the good of the community 

“It was the parish council which built 
the toilets and maintained them for 40 
years, so it seems absurd that we have to 


buy them back at the full market value. 

“We got rid of our old police station a 
while ago and people have missed it. It’s 
a brilliant idea to have a police presence 
in the town - I’m sure people would love 
to have somewhere they could drop in 
and see an officer about any problems. 

“It’s been derelict for years and the 
county council probably forgot it even 
belonged to them before we suggested 
this idea. 

“They now seem to think it’s worth 
lots of money but we believe its best use 
would be to help fight crime in 


Littleport.” 

Fellow councillor Christine Ambrose- 
Smith said: “Everyone in Littleport 
would be delighted to have a dedicated 
police base again. It’s in an ideal 
location and it would be a great focal 
point for the town.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council insisted the site could 
not be given to the parish council 
because of regulations on the sale of 
council land. 

He said: “We have to get value for 
money for the asset that we sell. We are 
now in the process of valuing the site 
and are in discussions with the parish 
council, who will have first option on 
the land.”

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Neglect pair 
get lifetime 
animal ban 

A COUPLE have been banned from 
keeping animals for life after they 
admitted neglecting a dog - and left it 
in such a poor state of health it later 
had to be put down. 

Paula Day 41, and John Day 51, were 
prosecuted by the RSPCA after officers 
found their German shepherd, Becky 
chained to a kennel outside their home 
in Eastbourne Road, Chatteris. 

She was suffering from a severe skin 
condition and had lost almost all her 
fur. Her skin was cracked and bleeding 
in several places, with lumps of skin 
hanging from under her body. 

Becky was also suffering from an eye 
infection and ear problems, which had 
not been treated, while her claws were 
also very long. 

She was in such bad health that 
animal officers decided to put her down 
to avoid any further suffering. 

The couple was each given an eight- 
week suspended sentence after they 
appeared at Wisbech Magistrates Court 
last week. 

They were also ordered to do 200 
hours of unpaid work each and pay 
£300 in costs after pleading guilty at an 
earlier hearing to causing unnecessary 
suffering by failure to provide 
veterinary treatment 

Sentencing them, Judge Ken 
Sheraton said that this was “one of the 
most serious cases of neglect of a dog 
he had seen”. 

RSPCA inspector Jon Knight said: 
“Neglecting an animal can cause them 
to suffer every bit as much as if they 
are deliberately cruelly treated. 

“We are therefore very pleased that 
this case was taken so seriously by the 
court and hope that this sentence sends 
out a clear message to other owners to 
provide an adequate standard of care 
for their pets.”

RESIDENTS are cel¬ 
ebrating after plans 
to bulldoze their 
homes and build 
flats were dumped. 

People living in Wal- 
singham Way and West 
Fen Road, Ely, had faced 
eviction after Hereward 
Housing submitted plans 
to replace their homes 
with new flats. 

But the scheme has 
been thrown out by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee, which voted 
unanimously against it. 

Grandmother-of-three 
Hazel Goodge, 82, whose 
house was one of the 11 
homes under threat, said: 
“I’m delighted - I would 
have been devastated if I 
had had to move. 

“This is my home and I 
could not imagine living 
anywhere else. None of 
us want to move, but I’m 
only a tenant, so there is 
not much I could do to 
stop them.” 

Elizabeth Knott, 68, 
who lives opposite the 
proposed site, said: “I 
could understand them 
wanting to get rid of 
derelict or boarded up 
houses. But these are 
lovely homes which have 
been cared for by their 
owners for decades.” 

However, the victory

could be short-lived as 
Hereward, a not-for-profit 
housing association, is 
likely to submit another 
planning bid for the 29 
flats to address issues of 
parking, traffic and a 
lack of open space. 

The flats scheme foll¬ 
ows an ambitious plan 
proposed three years ago 
to bulldoze nearly the 
whole of Walsingham 
Way and build 170 flats. 

Sixty long-term lease¬ 
holders were asked to 
sell their homes for 110 
per cent of the market 
price or a two-bedroom 
flat in the new site, with 
moving expenses paid. 

However, residents ref¬ 
used and the scheme was 
scaled down to only inc¬ 
lude tenants. 

Cllr Sheila Friend- 
Smith, who brokered 
talks between residents 


and Hereward, said: “I 
think democracy and 
common sense has pre¬ 
vailed. Residents are 
clearly against it and 
packed the chamber to 
show their opposition.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who also 
spoke against the plans, 
added: “We do not want 
to evict tenants who have 
lived there all their lives. 

“There were also ser¬ 
ious problems with open 
space, so I am glad we 
had cross-party agree¬ 
ment on this issue.” 

Alan Lewin, Here- 
ward’s regional director 
said the group was 
“disappointed” and add¬ 
ed: “We are awaiting 
detailed reasons for the 
council’s decision and 
shall consider these 
before making any dec¬ 
ision about any future 
regeneration proposals.”

Childhood dream is 
a giant act to follow

TWO friends will realise a 
childhood dream this week 
when their opera David and 
Goliath echoes around 
Queens’ College Chapel. 
Cambridge composer Samuel 
Hogarth, who wrote the new work 
with librettist Guy Perry, said: 
“When we were very young, about 
9 or 10, we started thinking about 
the idea. We wanted to do it as a 
musical, I don’t know how much 
we had thought it through. 

“I think I had gone to see a 
musical for the first time and I 
thought it was cool so being an 
objectionable and precocious kid I 
thought, ‘I can do that!’. 

“We came up with about two 
numbers and got no further. I had 
completely forgotten about it and 
then when I got this commission 
we remembered it again.” 

That commission came from the 
New Chamber Opera company 
based in Oxford where Sam 
studied music. Since 2006 he has 
been the college musician at 
Queens’, which has supported 
him in the difficult task of getting 
the production off the ground. 
“There are plenty of people writing 
operas and it’s never died as an 
art but these things are just 
incredibly expensive to stage,”

says Sam. “It’s very hard to do 
unless you have somebody 
backing you which we are very 
lucky to have with Queens’.” 

The two friends behind the piece 
bring different aspects to the 
work. Sam’s experiences include 
writing for the National Youth 
Orchestra Sinfonietta, premiers at 
the Royal Academy of Music and 
contributing two jazz piano pieces 
to the recent Angelina Jolie film A 
Mighty Heart.

“We talked about it a lot and then 
there was a lot of email tennis,” 
says Sam on their writing process. 

“We worked out a rough outline 
and argued a bit about what 
should go in what scene and how 
we would create the drama.

“The plot is about the relationship 
between David and King Saul who 
is possessed by evil spirits. David 
comes to Saul and plays his harp 
to calm him down and he sees 
him as a way of getting power.”

ADC set to go out with a bang

“SHREK for the theatre 
world” - that’s how director 
Freddie Hutchins describes 
Stephen Sondheim’s 
Broadway classic Into the 
Woods. 

The show - which fills the big spring 
musical slot at Cambridge’s ADC 
Theatre - features characters from 
Little Red Riding Hood , Cinderella , 
Jack and the Beanstalk and other 
well known children’s fairytales. 

It is notoriously complex and 
challenging to stage - even 
Hollywood abandoned a big screen 
version starring Robin Williams, 
Goldie Hawn and Cher, planned in 
the 1990s. 

The show is the last major 
production at the theatre before it 
closes its doors for a revamp later 
this year. 

“It’s a bit of a beast to tackle, it’s a 
really ambitious project,” admits 
Freddie. 

“But we really felt we were ready for 
such a challenge. It’s the last show 
before the ADC closes its doors for 
the refurbishment so we wanted to 
go out with a bang. 

“It’s taken a very long time to put on 
but we gave it as much time as we 


knew it would need. We’ve worked 
all term at it, we cast it right at the 
beginning and we’ve been 
rehearsing now for six weeks. 

“To make it fly you’ve got to be 
aware of what you’re taking on from 
the start of it. We hit the ground 
running and it’s really snowballed 
into something special.” 

The show was a hit on Broadway in 
the 1980s and first came to the West 
End in 1990 before it was revived in 
New York again in 2002. Composer 
and lyricist Sondheim and the 
show’s scriptwriter James Lapine 
picked up several awards when Into 
the Woods was originally staged 
despite it competing directly with 
Phantom of the Opera which came 
out at the same time. 

“I think what’s so great about it is the 


way it marries quite a few genres all 
in one go, it is a musical but it’s also 
a bloody good story. It’s Shrek for 
the theatre world because everyone 
will enjoy it, but it’s certainly got 
teeth as well. 

“You’ve got two people at the height 
of their game here. Sondheim said 
he didn’t write musicals, he wrote 
dramas set to music and that really 
shows here, it’s absolutely 
enthralling. As you watch it unfold 
it’s quite obvious that Sondheim and 
James Lapine must have realised 
they had struck gold when they 
were writing it.”

Theatre until Saturday, March 22, at 
7.45pm.

Art of knowing when to buy 


ARE we heading for a recession? 
That depends on who you include 
in “we,” and how you define 
recession. 

The American economy is slowing 
and economic woes over there 
usually arrive over here eventually. 
But the UK economy is sound, we 
have robust resistance to 
American viruses, and the Bank of 
England has signalled further 
interest rate cuts in 2008. 
Inflationary pressures are higher 
than the Bank’s Monetary Policy 
Committee would like, and at its 
monthly meetings the MPC is

entirely free to vote to raise or 
lower the base rate or leave it 
unchanged. We nevertheless 
seem to be in a downward phase. 
In practice, interest rate rises and 
falls tend to come in clusters. 
Over a period of a few years the 
Bank raises rates, and 
then a new phase sees a 
prolonged period of 
decreases. And just as 
five interest rate rises 
slowed the market in 
2006-2007, a succession 
of reductions beginning 
this year should get it 
going again, as it did in 
2004-2005. 

And whatever their 
personal attitudes 
toward risk, investors will 
be taking on less of it. 
Lenders will no longer 
advance anything even 


approaching the kind of dicey 
loans they freely gave out before 
the credit crunch. 

Buying with a hefty cash deposit 
is also prudent. If the market 
stabilises or declines, your yield is 
somewhat protected. You are 
also hedged if many units 
suddenly come onto the rental 
market and rents drop. 

Knowing when to buy in a 
declining market is more art than 
science. 

When prices are dropping, it may 
be tempting to wait until they hit 
the bottom. But we generally 
don’t know that the bottom has 
been hit until prices have started 
rising. And when the market starts 
to return, property vendors and 
developers know - and harden 
their view - immediately. 

With capital gains tax dropping 
from 40 to 18 per cent in April, 
many investors are expected to 
hold onto dud properties until 
then. 

Buyers who wait for that spring 
thaw should be aware of the 
balancing act that might confront 
them.

Ford has got it all in Focus 


ONLY one body panel from 
the old Ford Focus has been 
retained in the new - the 
roof. 

Somehow when everything looks 
so different with the new car, 
retaining the roof seems slightly 
odd but I got the information from 
no less a personage in the Ford 
organisation than Igor Fishbein. 
Igor is a German-speaking Russian 
whose obvious talents rapidly took 
him to the halls of power in Ford’s 
European operation. 

Igor was responsible for the 
interior of the new car and has an 
ingeniously simple approach to 
problems. For example it was 
decreed that the new Focus should 
be more all-enveloping than the 
old. The driver had to feel much 
more part of the vehicle which in 
turn had to be “more involving”, a 
phrase which would have been a 
foreign language in the good old 
British Leyland empire. 

It was decided to raise the 
shoulder height of the windows 
throughout the design, so whereas

you and I would have set to on the 
back of an envelope to raise all the 
side panels, Igor took the other 
way out. He simply lowered the 
seat by lOcms. 

Thinking like that obviously got 
Igor where he now is and he 
applied similarly ingenious logic 
to the rest of the interior. Now the 
Focus exudes a certain quality, the 
instruments are fun to look at with 
twinkling chrome here and there, 
while the centre console wraps 
round the driver apparently 
causing him to think he is in some 
kind of spaceship. 

Both petrol and diesel engines 
will be featured in the new car, 
orders for which are being taken 
now. Ford says it expects the 1.6- 
litre Zetec petrol to be the best 
seller with the diesels taking a 
relatively small amount of the 
market. This is in marked contrast 
with other makers who tell me 
diesel is the thing and this is 
where there big sales lie. 

I found the 2.0-litre diesel, in 
both estate and hatchback form, a 
first-class package. There is a rush 
of noise when the diesel is 
accelerated hard but on the 
positive side the acceleration is

positively startling. Petrol versions 
are equally nippy but have the 
advantage of greater smoothness 
and silence. 

The estate version offers a very 
generous rear end with tie-down 
rings on the cargo floor. The 
hatchback also has a roomy boot 
area which with folding rear seats 
offers a considerable amount of 
flexibility. 

With an on-the-road price 
starting at £11,945 the new car is 
technically £250 more than the old 
but as it throws in electronic 
traction control as standard, Ford 
reckons it is actually the same. To 


get a more realistic idea of price 
the Zetec, which is considered to 
be the best seller, comes in an 
£14,695 and the Titanium flagship 
of the range costs £15,445 upwards. 

Specification levels include the 
Studio, Style, Zetec, Titanium and 
ST. 

Basically... 

A fresh look and feel for an old 
favourite. The top end of the range 
is now facing stubborn opposition 
from most makers and might not 
find it quite so easy to retain its 
position at the top end of the sales 
tree.

It’s Renault’s Megane - but not as we know it 


RENAULT is well known within 
the automotive industry for 
producing some sensational 
concept cars, and at this year’s 
Geneva Motor Show, it hasn’t 
let its reputation slide. The star 
car for the French firm at the 
Swiss show is the Megane 
Coupe Concept. 

The Coupe Concept, and I 
quote from the car’s press 
release, “previews a compact 


coupe to be released at a later 
date”. When Renault wants to 
add a bit of flair to its range, it 
doesn’t do it by halves. 

The stunning concept 
showcases technology 
potentially set for future 
Renault models. LED 
headlights and a compre¬ 
hensive media centre are two 
obvious visual features. 
Another is the lack of con¬ 


ventional wing mirrors, with 
cameras where the mirrors are 
usually situated. These images 
are then shown on screens 
inside the car. The most eye¬ 
catching feature of the lot 
though is the lack of key, or 
even keycard. The car is locked 
and unlocked with a Samsung 
mobile phone, which then 
connects wirelessly to the 
media centre. For the passen¬ 


gers, there is a touch screen 
media player each, with the 
ability to swap files via 
Bluetooth. 

The concept doesn’t lack for 
performance either with a two 
litre turbocharged engine 
pushing out 197bhp. More 
importantly, though, is the 
torque figure of 2071b ft, giving 
the Coupe Concept effortless 
acceleration potential.

MOTORISTS could save 
themselves up to £100 each a 
year by opting for eco-driving, 
according to the RAC. 

Better driving technique and 
improved journey planning could 
financially benefit drivers who are 
currently wasting £2.2 billion in petrol 
a year, the RAC added. 

The waste due to poor journey 
planning and to driving more than five 
billion miles each year while lost is the 
equivalent of 267 Olympic-sized 
swimming pools, each one filled with 
fuel. 

The RAC said that 60 per cent of 
drivers were unaware that changing 
gear when revs were high could reduce 
petrol consumption and 40 per cent 
thought that driving under 45mph 
always saves fuel. 

A further nine per cent admitted to 
checking their tyre pressure less than 
once a year, with 77 per cent not aware 
that under-inflated tyres increased 
petrol consumption. 

Also: 

■ 9 per cent wrongly believed that 
breaking regularly will reduce fuel 
consumption 

■ 14 per cent incorrectly reckoned 
warming the engine up before moving 
off reduced petrol used 

■ 27 per cent were unaware that 
switching off air conditioning 
significantly reduced fuel used.

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Sayers aims to be 
a Chinese cracker! 


JAVELIN star Goldie Sayers has 
vowed to right the wrongs of last 
summer as she attempts to gatecrash 
the world’s elite at the Beijing 
Olympics. Sayers - the British No 1 
for the last five years - ended an 
encouraging 2007, which included a 
new national record of 65.05m, with a 
woeful showing at the World 
Championships in Osaka. 

The 25-year-old Ely athlete suffered a 
back injury in the build-up to Osaka, 
which prevented her from replicating 
her performance in Japan, and she 
failed to even qualify for the final after 
a below-par effort of 57.69 metres. 
But the Belgrave Harrier, who also 
represented Team GB at the Athens 
Olympics, insists she has learned her 
lessons and 2008 could be the year 
she finally hits the big time. 

“I’m definitely going to listen to my 
body this year, because I overdid it a 
bit and that cost me,” said Sayers, 
speaking at the launch of a Norwich 
Union junior initiative in Hounslow. 
“Once I’d got the 65m mark, I thought 
I could get a lot more and started 
throwing when I was tired, which led 
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to a stress fracture in my back. I was 
playing catch-up all last season and 
was just absolutely knackered by the 
time I got to Japan. 

“It was very unfortunate, but you learn 
more from making mistakes and 
hopefully that’ll be the case this year. 
“I was absolutely devastated with 
what happened at the World Champs, 
but I’ll get over that and look ahead.” 
Medals at Olympic, World, 
Commonwealth and European 
Championships have all eluded 
Sayers over the past five years, 
despite dominating the field 
domestically. But, under the guidance 
of coach Mark Roberson, Sayers is 
adamant she has the ability to end 
that drought in the Far East in August. 
“I don’t want to feel the same way I 
did after Osaka when I 
come home from Beijing, because 
that was gutting,” she added. 

“I’ve never been in great form going 
into a Championship or been in any 
kind of medal contention. But this 
time, after the British record last year, 

I know what I am capable of. 

“My training has been going very well 
and I think I’m good enough to 
challenge. 

“I’d love to get up into the top five. 
Obviously, if I throw really well in the 
final and don’t medal, I’ll still be 
pretty pleased. 

“It is all about performing to the best 
of my ability. Anything is possible - 
I’m still developing and I think there 
is a lot more to come from me.”
